Oil prices will rise, analysts say

NEW-YORK — As-crude oil ap- 
proaches $40 per barrel, some ana- 
lysts say consumers should enjoy 
$1.35 a gallon gasoline while they can. 

Gas prices are likely to go up, per- 
haps even beyond $2 per gallon, if a 
shooting war breaks out in the Per- 
sian Gulf, experts said Tuesday. And 
if oil should stay high for a sustained 
period, the fallout will be widespread, 
running up the cost of practically ev- 
erything while slowing economic 
growth. 

“This is not good news for the con- 


sumer,” said Peter Beutel, an oil ana- 


lyst with Pegasus Econometric Group

U.N. votes

rity Council voted 14-1 Tuesday to 
impose an air embargo against Iraq, 


cutting off flights to and from that 
nation and occupied Kuwait. Cuba 
cast the lone dissenting vote. 

Resolution 670 also calls on all 
member states of the United Nations 
to deny landing rights to airplanes 
coming from Iraq or Kuwait, which 
was invaded Aug. 2 by the Iraqis. 

‘Only flights authorized by the Se- 
curity Council’s sanctions committee 
will be allowed to go to Iraq and 
Kuwait, and then only after they have 
been inspected to confirm they are 
carrying humanitarian cargo — food 
or medical supplies. . 

It also calls on all U.N. .member 
nations to “detain any ships of Iraqi 
registry which enter their ports and 
which are being, or have been, used in 
violation of Resolution 661,” the coun- 
cil’s original trade embargo resolution 
passed Aug. 6. 

The air embargo is the ninth resolu- 
tion passed by the Security Council 
condemning Iraq and its leader Sad- 
dam Hussein for its attempted annex- 
ation of Kuwait. 

Iraq’s invasion of, Kuwait. has left 
Hussein in control of 20 percent of the 
world’s oilreserves. — 

Secretary of State James A. Baker 
III represerited the United States at 
the council meeting, and Soviet For- 
eign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
took his country’s seat and chaired 
the meeting. 

Shevardnadze joined in an interna- 
tional chorus of rage and indignation 
at Iraq earlier Tuesday, calling its in- 
vasion of Kuwait an “act of terrorism” 
and warned of possible U.N. military 
action.

Soviet military spending fell in 1989 


WASHINGTON — Soviet military spending fell last year for the first time 
since President Mikhail Gorbachev came to power in 1985, reflecting the 
impact of a domestic economic crisis and “new thinking” in the Kremlin, the 
Pentagon said Tuesday. 

The Defense Department also said in its annual assessment of Soviet mili- 
tary strength Moscow slowed the pace of arms production last year, particu- 
larly of tanks, artillery pieces and other equipment for its ground forces. 

The report, the ninth in a series started by then-Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, departed from previous editions by striking an encouraging tone 
in describing the security threat to the West posed by the Soviet military. 

“The likelihood of a conflict stemming from U.S.-Soviet confrontation is 
lower than it has ever been in the post-war era,” the report said, noting the 
historic changes of the last year, including the breakup of the Soviet empire in 
Eastern Europe. 

“Prior to the advent of ‘new thinking,’ Soviet military policies sought to 
build and maintain forces capable of defeating the combined forces of all 
potential adversaries,” it said. “... the Soviets now set less ambitious goals.” 

In an introductory essay, Defense Secretary Dick Cheney said he was

encouraged by signs of Soviet eagerness to cooperate with the West, but he - 


added that domestic political and economic turmoil made it difficult to be sure 
of Soviet intentions. 


Souter assured of committee swing votes 


WASHINGTON — All three swing votes on the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee say they favor Judge David Souter’s nomination to the Supreme Court. 

Sens. Howell Heflin, D-Ala., and Dennis DeConcini, D-Ariz. , announced 
Monday they would vote for the 51-year-old New Hampshire jurist when the 
committee meets Thursday, 

Three years ago, Heflin and DeConcini, the committee’s most conservative 
Democrats, and the committee’s most moderate Republican, Sen. Arlen 
Specter, R-Pa., all came out against President Reagan’s nomination of Judge 
Robert Bork, who went on to defeat. 

Now all three are supporting Souter. Specter announced his support last 
week, 

In voicing his approval on Monday, Heflin said he saw in Souter an “endear- 
ing quality of being willing to listen, to be fair and impartial.” 

He made clear Souter left a far different impression than that made by Bork, 
who was seen by many as too dogmatically conservative. 


Sleep ailments affect job performance 


WASHINGTON — Undiagnosed sleep disorders may be as important as 
drug and alcohol use in causing industrial accidents and ruining careers, 
experts said Tuesday at a hearing on Capitol Hill. 

About one-third of all American adults complain about their sleep. For 
most, it may be only a minor, passing irritant. But for millions of others, sleep 
problems pose a daily burden-that can cripple lives, disrupt careers and even 
lead to death, said William C. Dement, chairman of the National Commission 
on Sleep Disorders Research. 

“There has been an amazing neglect of these issues,” Dement said at the 
beginning of congressionally-sponsored public hearings on sleep disorders. 
Doctors, he said, routinely ignore complaints by patients about sleep disor- 
ders, although impaired alertness has been-identified asthe cause of many 
accidents and of declines in productivity. 

Sleep disorders range from an irresistible urge to sleep, an ailment called 
narcolepsy, to insomnia, the inability to achieve adequate or restful sleep. 
Other problems include snoring and sleep apnea, a breathing disorder that 
may be an unidentified cause of death.

WASHINGTON — Mileage statistics for 1991 model cars released Tuesday 
by the Environmental Protection Agency show virtually no gains in average 
fuel efficiency since 1987 with more than half the cars getting fewer than 23 
miles per gallon. 

While midsize and many of the “performance” cars such as the Nissan 300ZX 
are getting much better mileage today than a decade ago, the EPA said 
“overall fleet fuel economy figures have increased only slightly” since 1982. 

Over the last five model years, the average fleet figures have been stuck at 
about 28 mpg. 1991 models reflected a wide range of mileage from the mini- 
compact Geo Metro, that gets 58 mpg on the highway, to the Lamborghini 
Diablo that guzzles at 9 mpg on city streets. 

The Persian Gulf crisis has prompted renewed efforts in Congress to require 
automakers to improve fuel economy. A bill before the Senate would require 
fleet averages to reach 40 mpg by 2001, a 40 percent increase from today’s 
averages of roughly 28 mpg.

Etymology 


To the Editor: 

As undying fans of etymology, we 
noted with interest Bob Warrick’s let- 
ter of Sept. 20 in which he defends 
male-biased words such as “chair- 
man” and “freshman” on the grounds 
that the final syllable of the word “wo- 
man” traces back to Sanskrit “manu,” 
meaning person; and that this mean- 
ing survived not only into Old English 
“mann” but into modern “man” as 
well. Thus, he contends, it is not sex- 
ist to refer to a female department 
head as “chairman.” 

Warrick is wrong for two reasons. 

First, the word “man” is a descen- 
dant of common Germanic “mann,” 
not Sanskrit. The ultimate known 
source for both Sanskrit “manu” and 
Germanic “mann” is Indo-European 
“man” which means just what it looks 
like — “man.” 

The meaning “person” arose later, 
and only in some daughter languages 
of Indo-European. 

Second, even if Sanskrit “manu” 
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were the source for “man,” Warrick’s 
conclusion would not follow. He as- 
sumes what “man” used to mean is 
somehow relevant to what it means 
today. 

But words change meaning over 
time. Simply because a word still 
looks like its ancestor of another era 
does not mean it is the same word. 

“Pupil” was originally a small doll, 
and later an orphan. These meanings 
are irrelevant to modern “pupil.” And 
modern “man” means “man,” not 
“person.” 

Many women (and even a few men) 
find the use of words such as “chair- 
man” and “spokesman” demeaning 
when referring to females. (Inciden- 
tally, it is now official BYU policy to 
replace “chairman” with its nearly 
universal substitute “chair.”) 

Women and men who advocate the 
elimination of sexually biased terms 
should not be automatically stereo- 
typed as advocates of the Equal 
Rights Amendment or as representa- 
tives of the *radical element” of the 
women’s movement. 

They are simply sane people who 
urge that we adopt a little more sensi- 
tivity in our treatment of one another.

A summer-long housing contro- 
versy may be nearing its end, and 
former tenants who have fought to 
regain their housing deposits should 
be able to receive them upon request, 
said a member of the BYU Ombuds- 
man’s Office. 

Former residents of the all-female 
Townhouse Apartments, located at 
225 EK. 700 North in Provo, will proba- 
bly be able to recover their housing 
deposits, Ombudsman Darren De- 
lange said. 

The deposits were withheld from 
the complex’s 72 residents at the end 
of last Winter Semester because of a 
change in ownership, said John 
Mulliner, attorney for the new own- 
ers of the apartments. 

“They (Aramac) didn’t know who 
was entitled to their deposits and who 
wasn’t,” Mulliner said. 

Renae Fincher, a 23-year-old zool- 
ogy major from Omaha, Neb., had 
filed a lawsuit against the owners of 
the apartments but was recently able 
to settle out of court. 

Fincher said she filed suit in small 
claims court and served court sum- 
mons papers to current Townhouse 
owners, Aramac Group Services, and 
their agent Greg Gaytan. 

Fincher said she had some diffi- 
culty contacting the agent. After 
waiting for him at the complex one 
night, however, she was able to serve 
him court papers. 

Several days later, Gaytan was “on 
the phone and wanted to talk,” she 
said. 

She recovered her deposit plus 
court fees, which came to $164, she 
said. Fincher’s roommate also re- 
ceived $164 later that same week, 
Fincher said. 

Under Utah state law, an owner 
has 30 days after occupancy termi- 
nates to return a tenant’s deposit. 

If the owner fails to do so, he or she 
can be fined a $100 civil penalty in 
court. This is paid, as well as the origi- 
nal amount of the deposit, to the ten- 
ant. 

Marilyn Wood, the former owner of 
the complex, declined to comment on 
the issue. Gaytan could not be con- 
tacted for response. 

Delange said former tenants should 
first try to contact Greg Gaytan to 
recover their deposits. The official 
recommendation of the Ombudsman’s 
Office to the tenants is to settle out of 
court if possible. 

At least one former tenant, how- 
ever, sees no point in settling out of 
court.

Since ‘oil is usedin producing so 
many consumer goods as well as for 
heating and transportation, any price 
increase not only slashes available 
funds needed to feed economic 
growth, but also feeds inflation.
